der present laws. Secretary 
of State . Dean Rusk was 
I openly* critical of the casual 
handUhg -in hi$ Department 
of material from the raw 
files of the FBI. 

The president of General 
Motors made an extraordi- 
nary public apology for his 
company’s investigation into 
the beliefs, and r personal 


" habits of automobile critic 
Ralph Nader. Sen. Edward 
Long (D-Mo.) denounced 
pharmaceutical companies 
for engaging in "distasteful" 
industrial espionage. The 
. J. P. Stevpns Go. was re- 
bilked by the : National Labor 
: Relatoins Board for spying 
on pro-union employes. 

5 At week’s end it was plain 
that both the government 
and institutions in private 
society were developing a 
! new (concern with the citi- 
zen’s right to be let alone. 

As Rusk put it at his news 
conference Friday, “the 
rights and privileges of 
American citizens" cannot 
be ignored in the name of 
national security. 

I x- That doctrine was much in 


favor in Congress last week, j 
too. It underlay the Judici- 
ary Subcommittee investiga- 
tion of the Nader case and 
the Long investigation of 
"snooping" and industrial 
espionage. • 

There was little evidence, 
in short, that the old days 
of suspicion and character 
assassination were to be 
received in Washington this 
spring or that the State 
Department was entering a 
new period of repression.
